Theſe 
Creatures are never tired wich the Fatigue of 
Addreis and Attendance, they can very well at- 
tord co ſtand all Tryals, endure any Expence, 
and ſuſfer the moſt ſhocking Indignities, be- 
cauſe they expect ro be reimburſed, when ul 
theis Views arc n they have attain d 
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the Power ot creating Perquiſites, or the happy Op- 
portunity of Betray ing: Wauilſt true Merit s unde 
no Temptation to ſubwit to any of theſe Hardthips, 
linct it never intend to reap the ſarne Arlvantages. 
He who only propolcs to ſerve his Couniry, will 
rot undergo one Burdea, purely for theaake of 
taking up another and theretore is caſily prevail'd 
upon to quit bis Claim, fu ſoon as ever he find, 
that he muff , very Littic, before he can have 2 
proſpe& of being Great ; and that the goodnoſs ot 
His Tile is thc reaſon of bis being deny'd Poſſel- 
ſon. Hence it is that almoſt all our modern Le-

[r return tor the Juſtice we receive from others, 
we unicritand the Nature of Sovereignty too well, 
to countenance a Party in Oppoſition to their 
Prince: And our Flr has the moſt exalted Sen- 
timents of Honour imaginable ; no Ally, who has 
obliged him with particular Marks ot a Cordial 
E.itcem, aſſuted him in the Acquiſition of Power, 
or eadeared him by a future Proſpect of greater 
Titlcs and larger Dominions, need to queſtion be- 
ing repaid with the moſt generons Returns of 
Friendſhip and Gratitude.

N a former Paper I touch'd upon the Art of Pre- 

ferring : I ſhall now try to regulate the ſeveral 
Claims and Pretenſions of Merit, and adminiſter 
ſome conſolatory Remcdies to it, under the critical 
Circumſtances of Delay and Diſappointment. 

Merit is of two Sorts, Active and Prue Ry 
Paſſive Merit I mean little more than an Ability or 
Capacity to ſerve the Publick ; which either cold- 
neſs of Inclination, love of Solitude, averſion to 
Parties, exceſs of Modeſty, or want of a thorough 
Knowledge of a Man's Self, and of being known 
to others, hath ſecluded from the Hurry of Aſtairs, 
and buried in Obſcurity and Retirement. Who- 
ever is Maſter ot this fort of Merit, can make our 
but a ſlender Title for himſelf to the Favours of 
the Government, under which he lives. He has 
very little reaſon to complain of having no Call ; 
and the Pride of a retired Virtue, or the Pkaſure 
he may take in hoarding his Talents, and hiding 
thern under Ground, ought not to betray him into 
2 ſplenatick Uneaſineſs, or furniſh him with ſevere 
Reflections on the State, when he ſees not ſo de- 
ſerving a Man preferr'd betore him; much leſs 
ſhould it take him off from doing his Duty in 2 
private Station, when he may ſhine in common 
Lite, and, that way, ſerve his Country, by being 
re to its Intereſts, tho not acquainted with its 
Secrets, It is with the Body Politick, as with the 


Body Natural; thoſe Members which are farcheſt 
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from the Head, are not the leaſt Uſeful and Nece l- 
ry. Inſtead of repining, becauſe he is not in ha- 
vour, he ſhould rather look upon himſel? as 2 Cri- 
minzl, and an Offender againit the Publick, by 
negictting to exert himicl:, when he might le ſer- 
viceavie; whereby a Weight 3s ſecretly convey ' 
out ot the right Scale, and a good Cauſe made 
weaker than otherwiſe it would have been. 

By Act ve Merit under and, nut only the Power 
and Ability to ſerve, but the adual Exerciſe of any 
onc or more Virtues, tor promoting the Good ot 
one's Country, and a long and ſteady Courſe cf 
real Endeavoursto appear Uictul in a Government; 
or where a berſon, cminently qualiſied for Publick 
Affairs, diltinguithes himſelf in ſome critical un- 
cture, and at the Expence of his Eaſe and Fortune, 
or with the hazard of his Per ſon, expoſes himſol: 
to the Malice of a deſigning Faction, by thwarting 
their wicked Purpoſes, and contributing to de 
Safety, Repoſc and Welfare of a People. Such 3 
Character pleads the ſtrongeſt Claim tothe Favour 5 
ot rhe Government, and no wife State will with 
hold the Reward, becauſe the Obligations oft D 
arc valid without it, The greateſt Men in ail Ages, 
wv have been entruſted with the Care of the Fub- 
lick, owe their Honours, Fortunes, and deathlets 


Reputation, to that Jnitice, which Mankind are na- 


by any ſubordinate Virtue, and accordingly rank 
them neaicit themſelves in Station and Employ- 
ment. It they are not knowing enough to dit 
cover, or not grateful enough to acknowledge 
true Merit, they thereby invalidate their own Tit e, 
weaken the good Cuſe they are engaged in, ci 
courage Faction and Sedition, betray i Wealcn*(s 
inconſiſtent with Wiſdom, render their Integrity 
ſuſpected, and ſtrike awry the Props which ſupport 
their own Grandeur and Renown. But 


© 
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But however juſt and equitable the Pretenſions of 
Merit may be, yet ſince the Reward is a Matter of 
Grace, and not of Right, at leait with regard to 
the Perſon, it cannot be expected that a State ſhould 
wholly-part with its Prerogative, in the choice of 
thote who are to wear its Favours, It ougat not to 
preter Vice to Virtue, Intamy to Honour, but yer 
is Abſolute and Supreme in its Judgment of the 
ſeveral Candidates; and among many virtuous and 
geſerving, may beitow the Prize here- ever it 
pleaſes. We mult not repine at ſuch a Diſappoint- 
ment, ner complain of any Hardſhips in a Caſe, of 
which we are by no means proper Judges. We 
ny be partial to our ſelves, and over-rate our own 
Performances, or look upon the Partners of our 
Labonrs to be now the Rivals of our Ambition, 
and treat them accordingly : But when thoſe above 
us have pronounc'd the Difference, we ovghr to 
4cquielce : And ſo long as Men, of the ſame Roneſt 
Principles with our (elves, have the Management of 
Affairs, we ſhould make our ſelves caly ; and tho“ 
they march before us, go on chearfully in purſuing 
the true Intereſt of our Country. 

Whoever has a Claim of Merit, ought to be 
heard with Patience, whilſt he pleads it in the Lan- 
guage of Duty, and in Terms becoming a good 
Subject: But where the Candidate deviates into a 
Dun and Bully, and inſults his Saperiors, with Ro- 
mantick Accounts of his own Services, with falſe 
Muſters ot his Dependents, and boalted Repreſen- 
tations of his Power; not without ſome Hints of 
Ueiertion, or dowmight Menaces of Diſguft, and a 
Relolurion (in caſe of a Repulſe) to go over to the 
.nemy : Such a Pretender to- Merit, which he has 
nat, forſeits all that he had, and the Reward that 
was due to him for it. He ought to be artfully 
mortified and diſappointed, in order to be oblige 
with the Knowledge ot himfelt : For no Falſe Ba- 


iatice is ſo grea, an Abominatzon, as that in 


Ms which

which a Man weighs his own Merit; and impoſes 
himſclt as a bad Bargain upon the Public. 

A Man of tiue Merit ought rather to recommend 
himſelt by the Opinion and good Words of others 
than by his own : And indeed, without this Teſti 
mony, they who have an Eye to the Revenue, 94 
not to the Employment, or want to be In, beſo: 
they Qualify themielves, may be apt to miſtake 
the verieſt Trifles in the World for Merit, and to 
imagine, that haunting of Levees, and making vi 
Bows, are extraordinary Services to a State, Hencr 
I have known a worthleſs Wretch urge it as » 
Matter of publick Concern and Conſequence, that 
he had followed a Noble Lord two whole Years, 
and never got any thing. But where the concur- 
rent Voice of many good Men can atteſt the Vn 
tues, the Sufferings, or Services of an abſent Can- 
didate, this Recommendation ſurpaſſes the Rhetc 
rick of the moſt arttul Addiefs, and the high Flight: 
ot a thouſand Humble Petitions, 

Me muſt not mingle private Pique with tru- 
Merit, nor make Malice the foundation of 91; 
Claim, and meaſure of our Pretenſions. Suppoſe 
we could, with a reaſonable Aſſurance, point out 
Man in publick Poſts, not ſo conſtant in bis Prin. 
ciples, nor {© eminent for his Abilitics and Services, 
as our ſelves ; yet this gives us no Title to his Pre 
ferments, nor warrants our Defigns to ſupplar 
bim: Or ſuppoſe we could prove, where the p. 
lick Favours had been beſtow'd as an Equivaies: 
for changing Sides, or as a valuable Conſideration 
to pervert a dangerous Stateſman to Honcity : 
Thelc Suggeſtions are a bold Venture, and may he 
W-groundcd, and then our Plea becomes a Libel 

upon the Government. For the Man who is 7c- 
rained, as we ſuppoſe, by Bribery, may be a re! 
Convert; and He, whom in compariſon with a 
ſelves we are ſo ready to undervalue, may be bette 
known to Cthers than we are, and weigh'd mor: 
| impa;-

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impartially by the proper judges of another's Me- 
rit, than we can be, hilft we determine in ta- 
vour of our own, So that by this way of arguing, 
we accuſe the State inſtead of recommending our 
felves, and loſe all the Merit 07 real Services, by 
m2king Refiettions inſtead ot Addreſſes, diſcloling 
the Nakednels ot our Political Parents. But we 
malt not make our way to Court by juſtling every. 
Body who ſtands before us, or imagine we thall be 
able to add any thing to the Strength of our own 
Title, by finding a Flaw in that of others. Nor 
can there be any one more unpardonable Crime, in 
the way ot lnſolence, than tor us ro ente tain inch 
high Thoughts ot our ſelves, as to ſuppoſe that the 
Government is detective, till we are taken care of, 
M-rr:s degencrates into a Nuſance; and may be 
1itly look'd upon as dangerous to a State, when it 
is permitted to Carve for itſelf, and to be its own 
Paymaſter. We muſt diſtinguiſh between a Demand 
and a Petition; muſt be modelt in our Expectations, 
and trugal in our Appetites. The Neceſſitics of the 
Publick are to be conſider'd; aud we ſhould have 
a care how we expoſe our ſelves, by aſpiting to 
T61e than is ccnititent with rhe Claims ot others, 
£quaily deſerving and worthy. the Notice and Fa- 
vour of the Government. We ought entirely. to 
ſabmit our {elves to the Judgment of thoſe above 
us, tor the aqjuſting our ſeveral Pretenſions, and 
{etching the Proportion between the Merit and the 
Reward, No Creature, of ever ſo {mall a Value 
an Conſequence to the Publick, need deſpair of 2 
reception ſuitable to its Merits, from the, whoſe 
lonours and high Stations are, a clear Proof, that 
whenever the Choice of the Crown is Free, it is 
at the ſame time equally Upright and. Unerring : 
Nor can we ſuppoſe, that they, who find their In- 
tereſt in {6 bright an Example, will decline to fol- 
WOW It, 
A Maſter of true Mer;/* will not preſume to aſfix 
2 Une .o his Promotion, nor murmur and. repine 
. 
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at any Delays and Diſappointments; many of which 
are ſometimes untorcieen and unavoidable ; and 
others depend on Reaſons of State, not ſo proper 
to be communicated, Procraſtination in any Point 
of Duty, or in the execution of any good Purpolo 
and Deſign, abſolutely neceſſary in its preſent Cir- 
cumſtanccs, is Criminal and of tatal Conſequence : 
Bur the ſetting of the Reward at ſome diſtance 
from the Service, may be as agreeable to Human, 
as it is to Divine Wiſdom and Conduct. Perhaps 
we do not. diſtruſt our ſelves, becauſe we do not 
know our ſelves; but others, who know us better, 
may think it for our own, as well as for the pub. 
lick Good, to tempt us yet further, and put our In- 
tegrity to the laſt and ſevereſt Tryal, He, who 
* ſooneſt, may make a Merit by redoubling 

avours : But he, who with-holds them, till every 
Doubt and Caution is fatisfy?d, runs the leaſt hazard 
of being miſtaken in his Man, or of making that 
Man miſtake himſelf: And therefore we ſhould not 
complain of a Delay, which by rendriag our Meri: 
molt durable, affords the beft Reaſon in the World 
for making our Preterment ſo too. 

Bur whatever be the Iſſue of our Hopes and En- 
dea vous, whatever Succeſs attends our Services an 
Fidelity to the Publick, we muſt never forgo cu 
Virtue, for the ſake of wy Misfortunes or Pifap- 
pointments in this Lifte. When we have made fie 
of one World, we oig ht not to forfeit our Intereſt 
in both, by attempting to make our Court after {© 
awkward à manner to the moſt Cantemptible o: 
the Two. There breathes not a Creature ſo de- 
Ipicabie, as is that Wretch, who Sacrifices his Prin 
c1ples to private Pique, to Revenge and Diſappoint- 
ment, or the Caprice Of his Fortune, Wherc-ever 
Satire finds this Mark, ſhe need not brand the Gui!l- 
ey Head with any other. There is a wicked Br: 
very of Soul even among, the myſt harden'd VII. 
lains, which diſdains ſuch Cowardice and Weak- 
neſs, Virtue mult be an empty Name indeed, whe: 
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its Profeſſors ſhall be allow'd to ſet up their Votes 
to Auction, and diſpoſe of their Conſciences b 
Inch of Candle. But this is a trite Subject, and 
cvery Pagan Writer, however otherwiſe Ignorant 
and Immoral, could find common Senſe enough to 
furniſh him with Invectivcs againſt Apoſtacy trom 
Truth, upon the Motives of Intereſt and Advan- 
tage: Of which whoever can be guilty, and own 
it, need have no other Devil to attend and tempt 
him tor the ſuture, but himfelt; 


Whilft Honeſty is ftill the ſame, 
Whether it win or loſe the Game ; 
True as the Dial to the Sun, 
Altbs it be not [hind upon. 


Before ] leave this Subject, I cannot but take no- 
tice of a late Promotion in the Church, which was 
beftow'd with ſuch peculiar Marks of Royal Favour, 
2nd fo much to the Satisfaction ot all thoſe, who 
conſider d the Perſon preterr'd, as a Sufferer in 
company with the Church and Prerogative ; and 
who may now be convinc'd, that an honeſt Zcal 
for Religion, and an unſurmountable Courage in 
oppoſing the Innovations ot 2 tew Bigots to Auar- 
thy, who would have removed the od Landmark 
berween Religion and Policy, Supremacy and Sub- 
jection, ſhall not paſs unrewarded. It is to be hop'd, 
that the Publiſhers of New Homilies will meet with 
a worſe Fare than the Defender of the Old ones: 
Or, that all thoſe Sons of Clamour and Confuſion, 
who pour forth the Venom of their foul Mouths 
upon this Gentleman, becauſe he furniſh'd a happy 
Incident in the wonderful Progreſs of a good

ot the Church of Exg/and at home; and by. fup- 
2 with its Friendihip and ood Offices, thc 
eformed Churches abroad, according to their firtt 
Model! Till a favourable Opportunity can be had 
for removing thoſe Corruptions, under which thc 
beſt Profeſſois aſſure us, They have long Labour'd | 
and for reitoring them to the Perfection of Primi- 
tive Chriſtianity, and torming them into one 
Grand Alliance of Religion, or Proteſtant Union 
A Work, ſtill wanting to render us e Ne 
Happy, and which ſeems reſ{crv*d for Thoſe wi 
now preſide in our National Councils, as the only 
Gloxious Inſtruments, under God, able to accom- 
plifh it. 

The Whigs, 2s if the Name of Proteſtant were 
ot no further Uſe to them than as it {erv'd for 3 
Party-Word, neglected and diſcguntenanc'd the 
Church of England; which. both by Realon and 
Experience, appear d to be the Strongeſt, and at 
onc T ime, tne only Barrier againit Popery. When

Ne 
Check, no Reſtraint was thought adviſeable, for 
tear of dilguſting Tender Conſciences. The Soci- 
mans and Deifts were ot more Value, than either a 
Saviour or a Providence : Even the Free-thinkers 
became the Obxes, firſt of their Charity, and then 
of their Favour ; and the Church was taught to be 
Civil towards thoſe who believed ro God.

Ot Rome? Had this Babe/ been erected, it muſt 
have been peopled with a Medicy of all Nations 
and Languages; and inſtead ot a Proteſtant Church, 
we had been made a Colony of Hereticks, an Aſy- 
lum and Reſuge, a Sink and Canal for the Outcatt- 
of every Church, where Fccieltaſtical Diſcipline 
was in any degree kept up and executed, Such a 
Religious Chaos and Fardle of Diſcord, if it can 
deſcrye the Name of a Church, would have proy'd 
not very ſtable and durable.

trary Qualities, which are the Symptoms of a Dif 
ſolution, the Seeds and Elements ot Mortality, 
Theſe Diviſions were a rich Harveſt for the At 
to work in: They formerly had ſuch another Op- 
portunity, and to our Coſt, we found they impro- 
ved it all they could in favour of the Rn Su- 
perſtitions. Had this Grand Dance went on, they 
would have made an caſy Prey ot a Diſtracted Eing- 
dom; and when all our Regular Forces were bie- 
ken, difpers'd, and engag'd againſt cach other 
what remained for them but to come over with the 
firſt tair Wind and take Pofleſſion, leſt Ju ν co 
Mahometanijm thould pernaps get the ſtart, anc 
ſtep to our Relief before them? 

Our Bleſſed Managers enlarged their Views ©: 
Glorious Miſchief, and purſued ibe Proteſtant Re- 
ligion into Foreign Countries, with the fame ten- 
der Care with winch w ey had ticated her at home 
A Care, as tender as is that of a Nurſe, who hvgs 
the Child ſo very cloſe. nll at laſt ſhe Overlays it. 
The Time had been, when the Reformed of other 
Nations 100}'d on the Church ot Eugland, as thei 
Head and Leader in the Proteitant Cauſe. They 
own'd her Poutcctions and primitive Purity; Reon 
| her 
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«here they were obliged ro differ from her, they 
bewailed their Mistortune, becauſe they could not 
come up to her Standard; and charged thoſe De- 
fects, either upon the Awe of a Tempora] Power, 
cr the wayward Diſpolition of their People. But 
when our new Lay Elaers had uſurp'd the Chair, 
they ſoon undeceivd their Foreign Correſpondents, 
and gave them a quite different Account of our 
Church: They let them know, that the Detects 
they complain'd of were real Beauties, and that our 
Church, inſtead of being as Pure as they had re- 
priſented her, ſhould appiy to them for a further 
Reformation, Accordingly whatever Tracts had 
been Publiſh'd beyond Sea againſt her Doctrines 
and Worſhip, were Reprinted here, and uther'd 
into Vogue with pompous Accounts of the Learn- 
ing and Piety ot the Authors, which every ordi- 
nary Reader, who was not prejudiced before hand, 
could readily diſprove by peruſing the dovghty Per- 
formance. The Oppugners of Eccleſiaſtical Diſci- 
pine, where-ever diſpers'd in remote Parts, and the 
Nencgadoes of the ſcveral National Churches in 
Pr;pe, were Shelter'd and Supported by their Bre- 
thren of Great Britain; whilſt the excellent Apo- 
logics for our Religion, written by thoſe of the 
Clergy, who are the Ornaments of ir, were thrown 
, to make way for the ſiily Projects of Foreign 
Proteſſors, who had their Pupils here among us, 
ready to twallow whatever inſipid Diet they ſet be 
iore them. The Reformed of the North, where 
Epilcopacy was rmintain'd in any tolerable degree 
0! Luſtre, were leſt out of the Proteſtant Litt, and 
not only ſlighted and diſregarded, but Traduc d 
and Vility'd in fooliſh Labels and Pamph'ers, as 
Popiſhly affected, and encoure gers of Spiritual Ty- 
ranny. All the Cry ran for the Duech or Genevan 
Model; tho' in their preſent St te Calvin himſelf 
woid have diſown'd the one, and Bega been aſha- 
med of the other. But as they advanced every Day, 
and gained ground of Religion, even the _ 
an 
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and Gene van Churches were at laſt not Corrupt 
enough for their purpoſe. The moment the B 
wincs of Geneva appear'd in behalf of the Engi 
Hicrarchy, they incurr'd their mortal Diſpleaſvee : 
And Lymborche, Bayle, and Le Clerc, were much 
more in cheir #ayour, than all the whole Body of 


Profeſſors within the Seven Provinces, who did not 


yet ieliſh the noble Undertaking of aboliſhing 
Chriſtianity. Luthcr's Scheme, tor known Rea- 
ſons, was as much their Averhon as Popery ; and 
therefore they peſter d Germany, eſpecia 4 the 
Court of Hanover, with the Free-thinking Mr fſic- 
nari';, whoſe Treatment was ſuch as became the 
Picty of that 1/u/irions Houfe : And this Diſappoint- 
ment, next to their ſecret Affection and for 
the Houſe of Ch Il, contributed not a litti- 
to that rude Indifferency, which they expreſs'd c. 
wards that Princely Family in the Decline of the- 
Party, and which, with great Juſtice, was a lead. 
ing Symptom of their Ruin. If any Atheiſt, Inti- 
del, or Scoffer at Religion, had deſervedly ſuffer'd 
tor his Impieties any where abroad, his Hiſtory and 
Works were glean'd up with great Care, and print- 
ed here, under the higheſt Patronages. Even Bruns 
Book, however Dull and Senſcleſs, is now go! 
looſe from the Noble Patriot's Study, who was at 
fuch Expence to purchaſe it, publiſtyd wirhont 2 
Title, and 3 by large Subſcriptions om 
the Party. Nay, they went ſo far, as to father ſpu- 
rious Hereſies upon Foreign Names, rather than 
loſe any Opportunity of making a Merit by co. 
rupting Religion. Even Popery was the wore tor 
them; and we find the Jeſuits at Paris, and thetr 
younger Brothers here, agreeing in the fame Prin: 
ciples, which Alan, Saunders and Parſons, deli 
vered down to their Succeſſors, Harrington, Milton 
and Syaney ; and of which their modern Diſciples, 
in conjunction, gave us ſuch a tamous practical In- 
ſtance, when Oa:ſchalchi was in the Chair. For 
the Honour of our Engliſh Clergy, Hetergdoxy ra 
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but very low at home, notwithſtanding the Sup-

Tf we peruſe the Caſuiſtical Writings of 
the Romijh Fathers, we ſhali had how they mince 
this Artic'e, how they glols it over, and parcel it 
ont into all the nominal Jargon of the Schools, and 
loſe it in ſenſcleſs Diſtinctions, cvin'd from the 
Corruption of Metafyſict;, But our Caſuiſts pra- 
cecd upon 2 much cicarer Syſtem: With them, not 
only to conceal their real Faith, and publickly con- 
torm to a Church, which they hate; not only te 
equiyocate and ſtifle Truth, bur openty to dety it, 
to skip over all Teſts made to diſtinguiſh then, 
by an agility of Conſeience, which the Papilts 
could not attain ; to torge and invent Falſhoods 
tor the fake of their Cauſe, to propagate Error, 
and juſtity one Lye with another, is venial and even 
meritorious. One of their own Mitred Champions 
has not ſtuck to own the Doctrine of Reſerves, 
even in Fundamentals: And whoever will be at

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the Pains to examine their pretended Miracles, and 
the L.v2s and Characters oft their Heroes, may be 
diverted with ſomething more Romantick, wit! 
more Fichons and Fables, than are to be met With 
in the Hiſto:y and Adventures of Sta. Tereſa or ot. 
Xavier. 

As the Tories are the Hereticks againſt whom 
theſe Papiſts have declared an everlaſting War, no: 
to keep Faith with them is a Principle which they 
openly proteſs, and have always zealoufly purſucd, 
What Laws, Orders, Reſolutions have they not 
violated, on purpoſe to convince the World, that a 


Tory ought not to be believed, truſted, or even to 


have jultice done him? Their way was not to c- 
mine the Caule, but the Perſon , and * 
. and other Executive Officers would fir 

iſcern, before they would Determine, between 
Man and Man. For as their Doctrine of Self pre- 
ſervation empowers them to Rebel againſt what 
they are plcaſed to call a Tory King, notwithſtand- 
ing their Oaths: So that of Selſ-Intereſt leaves them 
at liberty to oppreſs a Tory Fellow-Subject, not- 
withſtanding the Ties of common Honeſty and na- 
tural Juſtice. 

They aic the greateſt Sticklers for Merit in the 
moſt Gatholick Sente ; and upon this Head they 
only expect ro have two Points yielded up to them, 
which are, to be the Judges ot it, and their own 
Paymaſters. What Hereticks call a Favour, they 
claim as a Right; and it at any time they excecd 2 
Commiſſion, it mult be ſet up to the Account »t 
Works of Supereragation. 

They are ſtrict Preſervers of Catholick Comm 
nion, and take care to guard, with great rigour, 
what they call the Pale: For in all Caſes of a Laplc, 
the Herctick is deliver'd over to irrecoverable Rc. 
probacy. It is true, they allow Liberty of Con- 
icience, that is to all without the Pale: And by this 
means they make Converts of Al ſorts of Wretches, 
who have always their Scaſons and Terms a Pro- 

Ion, 
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bation, to render them incapable of falling from 
the Party: For they ſtedtaitly adhere to that known 
Maxim, which is the ſupport of the Romiſh Church, 
To be able to receive every Thing, and part wich 
Nothing. 

Their Councils and Synods are not choſen by 2 
freedom of Voices, but conſiſt of ſuch Perſons, as 
are naturally drawn together by 2 Magnetick Sym- 
path in Tnderitanding and Principles. Their Con- 
clave they call the Funta, and their Conſiftory the 
Kit-Cat : Tho' fome unwary Hiſtorians have mi- 
itaken this latter for the Society de Propagamd e, 
becauſe to them we owe the beſt Accounts of their 
Theology. They have alſo their moving Aſjemblics, 
which alter their Stations and Places ot Meeting, 
according as this or that Region of Pleaſare ant 
Buſine ſs grows thin or populous. At theſe Aﬀent- 
blics their Nuncio's, Legatcs «nd Miſſionaries, re- 
ceive their Orders and Commiſſions, as alſo their 
Wages and Pay, which is either Verbal or Real. 
The Committee of Triers give in the ſeveral Ta- 
lents and 72 ot the Candidates; and accord- 
ing to their Report they have their Provinces re- 

ulared and aſſigned them. Some are employ d in 
Franftaring from the French and Dutch, what was 
never publiſh'd in thoſe Languages. Others, who 
can read Latin, are put to work in extracting Quo- 
tations from the Greek Hiſtorians and Biographers. 
The Lerter- Writer is directed in the Choice of his 
Corre{pondents, whether they are Foreign Mini- 
ſters, Parliament Men, or only Friends in the Coun- 
try. The. Orator, who is diſtinguiſh'd by the 
loudneſs of his Voice, the rapidity ot his Words, the 
quaintneſs of his Oaths, the Cock of his Har, and is 
tae ſtedtaſtneſs of his Contradictions, has his Paſſes 
given him, by which he is to rake his Rove thro” 
the ſeveral Coffee-houſes of that Week. The Thing

Julius Ceſar was Maſter of an enterprizing Ge 
mus, which he turn'd chiefly. towards War, where 
Fortune ſeconded him in a remarkable Manner 
All the Hiſtorians agree, that he had torm'd his 
ambitious Deſigns very early; though I will 1:5 
refine ſo far, as ro think he promiſed himfſelt what 
he all along aſpir'd to, rhe abſojute Government of 
the whole Empire; to which the Factious and Con- 
rupt State of Rome, favouring his indefatigable En- 
deavours, afterwards rais'd him. In the Paths of 
Ambition, where they part irom thoſe of Virtue, 
there are Vſtigia nulla vetrorſum + A Man is drawn 
on in ſenſibly, and muſt preſs torward or fall down 
2 Precipice, He was {o ſteady in purſuing his Point, 
that he laid himſelf all out in that one Underta- 
king. Even his Amours were proſtuuted to his 
* He. conſidered Friendſhip __ 8 an 

ader- 
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Underprop to Power, the Scaſtolding of that mighty 
Aſcent he was about to Climb. When he was up, he 
Kick d away the ulclefs Logs that would no longer 
ſupport him, and knew no Gratitude here Treachery 
could do him better Service in its ſtead. In 2 tree 
Government, like that of Rune there is noatrriving 
at Tyranny but by Popular Ats. which Caſar pra- 
cdis'd with good Succeſs, The Power of the Peo- 
pe to dictate to rhe Senate was openly Alterted and 
Encouraged * They were brought down, modeltiy. 
to adviſe their Repreſentatives, to Paſs ſome whole- 
!ome Laws that related only to the making ot Free- 
boiders, by a new diſtribution of Lands and Corn, 
Liberty and Property are two venerable Names in- 
deed, when taken in the right Senic, but ofters 
abuſed to ſerve the vileit Deſigns. Liberty, the 
noleſt Poſſeſſion of Mankind, differs as much from 
Licentiouſneſé, as Hypocriſy does from Religion. 
ſt is not an Exemntion from Law, but a Certainty 
of Law : And any People, who are govern'd by 
certain Laws, agreed on in Common, and meſcrihe- 
ing the Bounds of every civi Action, not capable ot 
be:ng alter'd or repeal'd by the over-ruling Diclates 
of One or more Men, are truly Free, not from thoſe 
Laws, but by them. Cæſur knew how to make his 
Advantage of the Abuſed, Falſe Liberty, in order 
to overturn the True. His Followers and Agents 
had this Name perpetually in their Mouths, Who- 
ever oppoſed him in tie Senate or Forum, was repre» 
ſented to the People as an Enemy to their Liberties, 
and treated accordingly; Menac'd, Inſulted, Mob'd, 
Proſcrib'd, and Impriſon'd. He gave up all his 
Faſſions, and facrific'd his moſt inveterate Reſent - 
ments, to Ambition: Of this we have an Inſtance 
in Clodins, who bad attempted to diſhonour him 
with his Wite, and yet he was cafily reconciled to 
the Adulterer, and made him hi: Friend, becauſe he 
found him a fit Tool for his Purpoſe. The Succeſs 
of his Arms in Gau eſtabliſhed his Cr:dit with 
the unthinking Populace, and enabled him to pw 
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ſue his ambitious Deſi Rome was now fill'd 
with Parties, and no Liberality was ſpar'd at Elc- 
ctions: A Crime, which their honeſt Anceſtors 
had branded as infamous and deſtro*tive of the State. 
The Senate was fill'd and ſurrounded with Soldiers, 
aw'd and purg'd at Pleaſure by the Creatures of 
Ceſar ; who were raugnt to Harangve pon his 
Martial Atchievements, which had carried the (Glory 
ot the Roman Arms tarther than any General be- 
fore him, to demand new Supplies, and inſiſt on the 
conti:mation of his Government of the Two Garw!; 
for ve Years longer. Inſtead of ſubmitting to as 
the Coriſulſhip, one of his Captains, laying his 
Hand on his Sword, told the Senate, It they would 
not, That ſhould give it him. He was impatient 
of any Rival or Competitor Pompey, who had for 
tome time beerr his Friend, foon left him ; and then 
his Minions cried out, That Pompey was the dan - 
erous Man, the Enemy to Rome; and what Cer 
id, was only to prevent his ſecret Defigns upon 
the Liberties of the People. Rome was now under 
the worſt ſort of Dominion, an abſoluce Stratocra- 
cy, the Tyranny of a domineering Army grafted 
upon a Faction. Ceſar had made the Roman le- 
gions revolt to himſeit. He filled the higheſt Poſts 
with his own Creatures, and recruited the Troops 
with Renegado's, and Wretches of deſperate For- 
tunes, collected out of the ſeveral Countries where 
he marched his Army. He had debauched the 014 
Allies of the Romons, and drew the Provinces into 
his Intereſt, The Magiſtracy of the City was gar- 
del d and moddel'd to his Wiſhes To the Title of 
Di&ator he added che Epither of Perperaal, and 
foon atterwarr's dar'd to declare himſelf Emperor. 


Aſter the Battles of PHarſalia and Tharſus, he made 
an entire Seizure of the Liberties of Rowe, and abo 
liſh'd both Conſuls, Senate and Tribunes, or rather 
reduc'd them ro empty Names, and united then: all 
in himſelf, Property was then no more: For he 
began with the Funds, whick: he took into his Pol 

ſeſlion; 
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ſeſſion; contrary to the Advice of his Friend Me- 
rellus, He was indeed by Nature, not Covetous ; 
but Wantonneſs of Power ſoon made him as ready 
to Take, as before he had been to Give. Liberty 
vaniſh'd at the ſame time: The active Genius of 
Rime was tamed and broken, and her Freeborn Ci- 
tizens became Slaves to his Uſurp'd Power, and 
Worſhippers of his imaginary Godhead. 

This is that Ceſar, whoſe Picture che Whigs {0 
much admire, and of which they pretend to ſhew 
us the Copy. But even this Ceſar muſt have no 
Wrong done hira. He had many great and {hining 
Virtues, which his younger Brother is a ſtranger to. 
He was Generous, Liberal and Magnificent, to a 
high Degree, a Maſter of Eloquence, and furniſhed 
with all the Learning of Greece and Rome. His 
perſonal Courage was never queſtion'd ; and by his 
Conduct and Valour, he reduced great Countries to 


the Dominion of Rome, enrich'd her out of Foreign 


Nations, and Conquer'd wholly for her ſake. Here 
the Junior Ceſar degenerates, and inſtead of imita- 
ting the Great 7ulius, rather reſembles Ceſar Por- 
da, who miſcarried by aiming at All the Dehigns 
ot Julius, with but Half his Character and Abili- 

ties. | 
Let us now ſet in Oppoſition to this Warrior the 
Character of Caro, a Man of rigid Virtue, ſevere 
in his own Lite and Morals, but extreamly good- 
natur'd in his Opinion and Treatment of others. 
He has no Vice or ImperfeS ion laid to his Charge, 
unleſs we admit as ſuch, thoſe falſe Con{tructtions 
which his Enemies put upon his beſt Actions. Thus 
his Hoſpitality and Improvement of Table-Conver- 
{ation were, by the infamous Amur, call d Luxu- 
ry and Drunkenneis, whom Cicero anſwers with 
that Contempt, which {ach Scurrilities deſerve. 
He was a great Philoſopher, and throughly 2cquain- 
ted with, as well as firmly devoted to, the Relig!- 
on of his Country; for which he was thought wor- 
thy to be the Prieſt of Apollo. No Man was ever 
more 
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more indefatigable in his Searches after Truth, or 
more tenacious ot his Aſſent to it. His Knowledge 
was Univerſal, but his Genius chiefly turn'd to Ci- 
vil Affairs. He perfectly underitood the Laws and 
Conſtitutions of his Country, and laid out all his 
Studies, Labours and Paſhons, in that Service. He 
ſpar'd no Colt or Pains to make the beſt Enquiries 
into Whatever Buſineſs he undertook, and when 
once he reſolv'd, was reſtleſs and aſſiduous till he 
had accompliſhed ir. In his Youth, he gave De- 
monſtratiuns of an — agg. Integrity and 
Courage, equal o the Matureſt. In the Senate, he 
| was heard with Applauſe and Deference : He 
often turn'd the Scale in a Debate, with his ſingle 
Weight; and when the Tide of Faction ran ſtrong- 
eſt. could boldly {tem it. and inſenſibly turn it his 
uwn Way. Lacan makes him equal to the Guds in 
Wiſdom, and calls him the beſt Oracle of that Age. 
Salluft deſcribes him without Stain or Blemiſh. 
Afrer the Battle of Phar/aiia, Ceſar, as Florus aſ- 
ſures. us, d ſdain'd all other Oppoſition when Pompey 
was fallen: Bur he ſoon found Cato a tormicable 
Enemy; he dreaded his Virtues, and tried all ways 
to win him over to his Party; which Cats diſ- 
dain'd to come into, — his great 
Power and military Glory, and bravely oppos'd him 
to the laſt, in the Cauſe of Rome and Liberty. He 
hatred a Tyrant fo, that, ſays Cicero, he dyed rather 
than he would behold that !lonſter. No Stoick 
ever expreſſed a greater Contempt of the World, or 
appear d fo conſiſtent and fo like himſelf, under 
every Change of Fortune. He had Reſolution e- 
nough to bear him up againſt publick Envy, and a 
Fund of Reputation ſuperior to the vaſt Load ot 
Calomny,. which was unjuſtiy laid on him; in 
which even Ceſar had no ſmall Share, who is {aid 
to have written two Libels againſt him, call'd his 
Anticatones. He was never Careleſs, but of him- 
ſelf. In his Proſperity, he ſhar'd his good Fortune 
among his Friends; and in his Adverſity, was chiely 
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conceru'd for their Welfare, and that of his Coun- 
try. He often and ſæriouuly bewail'd the Diviſions 
aid Civil Diſcontents which reign'd in Rome, and 
inceſlantly totl'd to Heal them. When an ill Cu- 
tom a popular Corruption, or an Innovation in 
Government was like to prevail, he would fingly 
oppoſe it, at the Hazard of his Lite. No Intreaties 
©: his Friends, or Senſc ot his own Danger, could 
keep him back from the Senate or Forums, and 
there loudly declaiming againit Bribery, Oppreſſion, 
and the Growth ot Ceſar's Power, cyen in the midit 
ot his Faction, and when their Fury was at the 
height. He otcen warn'd Pompey of his Friendſhip 
Wich that aſpiring Man. Where the Cauſe was ar 
Stake, he appear'd Immoveable and Intrepid. He- 
ace dared to ſay of him, even in the Reign of the 
&econd Cæſar; 


ut tram ſubata, 
Pretcr atrocem animum Catouis. 


He Reform'd tne Roman Law to a very great De. 


_ grec, and detended the Prieſts and the Veſtal Vir- 


gins againit the Accuſations of the Impudent Ora- 
tor Cloatus. Seneca ſets him upon a Level with 
decratee, the great Ornament of Greece, and of the 
whole Pagan World. He Jabour'd heartily for 
Peace, and oppos'd the extravagant Ambition of 
the Roman Arms. He ſaw that many of their Wars 
were undertaken only for the fake of Ceſar, and 
toretold, that their Conqueſts wou!d, in time, prove 
their Ruin. He took particular Care of the Trade 
and Revenue of Rome: Witnels his Conduct in Cy- 
8 he is!aid to have brought more Wealth 
wme, than ſome Generals did tram all their Con- 
quelts. Plutarch ſpends ſeveral Pages in reciting 
dals admirabie Condact in the Treaſury, when he 
was Quexſtor : How he Purg'd the Under-O Fcers, 
and purſued Bribery and Corruption, with the ut- 
moſt Rigour and Severity. As he took care, that 
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the State ſhould ſuffer no Wrong, he was cqualiy 
ſollicitous that it ſhould Do none: Hence he be- 
came as ſuſt and Panctual in his Payments, as he 
was Severe in exacting rhe publick Debts : He made 
Sila's Friends refund the Money, of which they 
had Robb'd and Plunder'd the Government. It was 
faid; That he had made the Queſtorſhip equal rv 
the Dignity of Conſul. His Death mult be impu- 
ted to 1 Error in the Philoſophy of that 
Age: Tho' Cicero, the Beſt of Men he leit behind 
him, proteſſes to wiſh for no greater Happinels in 
the other World, than that his Soul might go to 
Caro's. But in this the Son had the Advantage ot 
the Father, who died Fighting for his County at 
the Battle of Philippi. | 

Who ſees not in this Character the ſtronge!t 
Lines, and moſt lively Features of an Illuſtrious 
Modern, or can forbcar admiring the bright Traces 
of that Invaluable Life, which has had to great 2 
Share in the ſaving and ſecuring our Conſtitution 
Where-ever he differs from the antient Patrior, it 
is infinitely to his own Advantage. This Cato hs 
eftectually Triumph'd over that Ceſar ; and more 
than once expoſed himſeif to a Death, equally Fatal 
to the State, but much more Glorious than Catg's, 
by the Hands of a Foreign Aſſallin, and the Trea- 
chery of a Domeſtick Faction. Who ſces not, in 
the ſame Picture, the perfect Image of his Gre?” 
Second in the Cauſe of the Publick ; who is 0 
mich his Friend by the nobleit and moſt Juſtin's 
Ties, an exact Similitude of Virtues, and an entire 
Union of Paſſions and Intereſts, in the Service © 
their Country? It is tor our Happineſs and Glory, 
to have Two Cato's, greater than the Firſt, I woud 
adviſe that Party, tor the future, not to give thc 
Greeks or Roman any further Trouble: But to loo! 
out tor their Patriots among the Goths and Vanda. 
They may there find {ome obſcure hard Name, wh 
wants à Hiſtory, Let them make it firſt, and 5p

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ply it atterwards, Or if they will take the Facts 
as they lie, they need not deſpair of producing Ex- 
amples, magnihcencly adorn'd with thoſe tu thin-

This Genius is either Natural ur Po- 
litical : And both theſe put together make a Being, 
however Fairy and Chimerical, yet ſo important 
and ſo well worth our Notice, that the Antients 
ave it a Place among their Gods. The Natural 
enins of 2 People ariſes chicfly from the Soil and 
Clime of cheir Country, trom their Diet, Diver- 
ſions, and thoſe Hereditary Tin&ures, which are 
entailed upon their Race, and run down in the 
jame Channel wich their Blood. This ſhews it ſelf 
in their Paſſions, Appetites, Pleaſures, and Inclina- 
tions. The Polirical Genius, which is a much tamer 
Creature, more caſily managed than the Natural,

vations, and their Zeal or Bigorry tor that Civil 
and Religious Plan they were born to, and bred up 
under.

_vpon their Nature, into a State ot Reſt and Sub- 


miſſion. This is a dangerous Experiment, and 
bodes Ruin to the deſperate Undertakers.

When they find they have no 
Influence within Doors, they look abroad to the 
Collective Body of the People, and make all their 
Court and Application there, They flatter them 
with an idie Dream of an Original Contract, and 
perſuade them they are the Magazine of Royalty, 
and, at the worlt, Tenants to Power in Gav-l- 
ind. They have ſtoop'd ſo low, even to u_ _ 
| OC 
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Mock-Sovercignty in the Unrepreſented Mob, to 
make Nofes equivalent to à Vote, and Numbers to 
a Frec hold. But now they are at laſt beaten from 
this Reſort, as well as from all others, and have 
loſt their Intereſt every where; they have ſet up a 
Government of their own, which gives them the 
very Eſſence of Faction, have transterr'd their A.- 
legiance to Junta and Cabals, and ſent all their 

Hopes and Wiſhes, beyond Sea, tor 2 Venture, 
heſe are open Attacks upon our Laws and Go-- 
vernment: But their more ſccret and more artful 
Management is ſeen in that other approv'd Method 
ot corrupting the Political Genius ot the Nation, by 
Practiſing upon the Natural, and making uſe of the 
Humours, Paſſions and Appetites of our People, to 
the Prejudice of their Principles and good Affections 
to the Church and State. ey knew Courage was 
natural to a Brito, and that if they could fix a 
ſtrong Apprchenſion of the Deſigns of their old 
Enemy, Popery, upon the Minds of their Fellow 
Subjects, they would preſently riſe, out of an over- 
warm Principle of Bravery, and beat down every 
thing they were plcas'd to call by this Name, tho“ 
it Were only a Windmill, or a Flock of Sheep. 
They had ſcen the ui xot s of Forty one, their An- 
ceſtors, ſupport their Power many Years by this 
Deluſion ; of which they had the Honour to be 
the firſt Authors: When a — of obſcure, 
illiterate Raſcals, govern'd Three Kingdoms at 
picaſure, and were as univerſally Obey'd, as they 
were Hated. This Panick was therefore kept 2 
with repeated Cries, and cver now and then the 
appearance of real Danger in ſome well-contrived 
Incident, which was intrudvced at the publick Ex- 
pence. Nor were they backward in turning the 
Courage of the Engliſh Genius to the Service of 
the War, which it was their preſent Intereſt to car- 
ry on, and their hearty Delire to perpetuate, tor 
the ſake of future Proſpects. "They magnihed our 
Victories, and extoll'd the Glory ot our Arms ie 
O 4 very 
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very near the Skies, that the good Things below, 
our Treaſure and Credit, were pertectiy out of 
Sight. We threw away that Blood and Money up- 
on izmote and imaginary Langers, which ſhould 
have been reſerv'd tor a more panlogs } ancture, had 
it, been as much their Concern to ſecure us, as it 
was to eſtabliſn themſelvcs. 

There was another Foible in the Natural Genin 
of our People, which if they could hinder its bein 
corrected by the Pol'tical Genius, they knew wou 
turn to Account. They therefore enconraged the 
too caſy Diſpoſitions ot the Vulgar to Ficklenels 
and Inconſtancy; and inftead of ſuffering their 
good Principles and Love of the Conſtitution to 

et the better of it, they endeavour'd to reconcile 
it to their Conſciences, and to work it up into a 
Syitem of Government. They taught, contrary to 
all the Dictates of Reaſon and Religha hnce Adam, 
that Changes in Government were in themſelves a 
Blefling, and that Alterations and Revolutions in a 
State, were the hrit Principles of Law and Policy: 
And by theſe means they would have per{vaded 
their Fellow Subjects, that the Founder of our 
Church and Monarchy came trom Holland, that we 
had neither Law nor Goſpel till within theſe Twenty 
Years, and that all dur — betore 1629, were 
PFs and Barbarians. 

In ſhort. their Reign was one continued Force 
and Deluſion upon the Genius of Britain. When 
the looh'd about her for ler Wirs, and took upon 
her to make uſe of her Senſes, ſhe was borne down 
violently, ſuſpected of Frenzy, kept in the dark, 
blooded and fetter*d, ior daring to be Sober. 
They fill'd us with Fears and ſcalouſies. kept us 


waking with Apprehenſion, and diſorder'd for 


want of Reit. They run us out ot all, for the 
iake of ſaving the Remainder, and bound us down 
witiz Foreign Teathers, when we began to be re- 
ſtive and uneaſie. They fed us with Promiſes they 
never intended to keep, and with the proſpect ot

Bleitmgs they every Day put further out of our 
Sight. Wc became very miſerable, tor ear ot be- 
ing utterly undone. Ihe Law and Con'titution 
were alter d and detac'd fo, that we might no lon- 
ger love and admire them. Initead of a zealous 
Concern tor our Religion, and a warm Affection 
tor the Church, we were tanght, that this part 
ot our publick Character, which had been the 
Glory of our Anceſtors, was the Crime and Ble- 
miſh of their Poſterity; and that Ltkewarmneſs, 
and a Spirit of Latitude and Comprehenon, 
would better become us: As it Charity tor Here- 
ticks and Schiſwmatichs were a ſuchcicnt Reaſon to 
make ns Partakers in their Guilt. After many 
other Attempts ro corrupt the Bh Genius, 
when they imagin'd ail things conſpired to War- 
rant Succefs, they began with an open Attack up- 
on the Church. This Blow was aim'd at the Vi- 
ta's ; and contrary to their Expectations, the good 
old Spirit ot the People reviy'd, and in 2 happy 
Tuacture ſhook off irs Chains; diſſipated the thick 
Dwknets, diſſolved the Charm, and left the ad- 
venturous Enchantcrs detcated, and abzndon- 
ed to all the Agonies of Deſpair and Difa;-poate 
ment. 

Atter this truly Glorious Revolution, the Br.rijh 
Genius began to re-aljume her Priimicive n eg 
and Luſtre; and the Miniſtry found the Witiics end 
Expectations of the Propie keep even Pace dun 
thein in all the Steps they took towards the Refor- 
mation and Security of the State, Vhey touly ex- 
pre(s'd their Satisfaction tor the Accompliſhment 
ot thoſe wife Meatrres, which Lag on it (cif mutt 
admire, iince the Difhcultics it had laid in ther 
way, were by the Leade s declared unſfarmonmable.

The 
Pre(s has been but too open : The Heads of the 
Fachion, under a tacit Amneſty, have been ſuſter d. 
to try their Power; and their Dregs and Reliques 
are leit behind unpurg'd 2nd unvioleſted, at rhe. 
hazard of 2 genera! Ferment. Tneir Forcign 
Correſpondence has been uninterrupted, and they 
have been permitted to Rail, Lye, Bribe, Cabal, 
Conſpire and Aſlatiinate, and yet nothing Proſ- 
pers in their Hands. The Miniſtry truit entirely.
